Subject :—Import of revolvers. 

No: T93-ITC (PN)/72:— Under the existing policy, the import of revolvers for 
commercial purposes is not allowed. Requests for import of revolvers of non- 
prohibited bores offered as l free gift to inlviduals form near relations abroad are, 
however, considered by the Chief Controller of Imports and Exports, New Delhi, 
on merits, on production |of satisfactory evidence, subject to the condition that the 
imported revolvers shall be for the personal use of the applicant and shall not be sold or disposed 
of in any manner. It has been; decided that, in such cases, requests for sale may be considered 
after a period of ten years from the date of importation, if the Chief Controller of Imports and 
Exports is satisfied that the applicant is'not in a position, for valid reasons, to keep the revolver, 
in question, any longer for hisjownjuse.
